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Consultant chosen for 
$30 million downtown core 


The Town of St. Albert has 
chosen Ward and Associates, 
Applied Economics and Re- 
search Consultants, to do the 
economic study for St. 
Albert’s $30 million down- 
town redevelopment scheme. 

The firm was chosen over 
E. J. Burgoyne and Asso- 
ciates, municipal and private 
development Consultants 
who have had experience in 
the design of several down- 
town cores/redevelopments 
in Alberta. 

Councillor Barry Bread- 
ner, at the regular committee 
of the whole meeting last 
Monday night felt that Ward 
and Associated offered the 
best professional package for 
the economic study. 

The decision to choose one 
firm over the other was 
delayed for a week. 


The decision to delay the 
choice of consultants came 
from a tabling motion from 
Councillor Myrna Fyfe at the 
September 7th meeting of 
council. 

‘‘Even if we sacrifice a 
week, we must check out the 
projects of both firms,’’ she 
said. 

This did not go down too 
well with Mayor Dick Plain 
who pointed out that St. 
Albert had invested $1 
million plus in the downtown 
redevelopment and he didn’t 
want to see a _ further 
impediment in the ‘‘orderly 
development of the com- 
munity.’’ 

He wanted council to get 
on with the choice of one or 
other of the consultants, find 
out what was needed and let 
the town administration get 
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on with the job. 

The mayor pointed out that 
five or six weeks had already 
been spent looking at pro- 
cedures. ‘‘It is questionable 
dragging out the procedure, 
and we are not getting down 
to the job we have to do.”’ 

But Councillor Gary Wet- 
sch sided with Coun. Fyfe 
saying, ‘‘I can’t see that one 
week will make all that much 
difference;’’ the decision 
should be delayed if council 
was indicating a doubt, he 
added. 

When it came to the vote, 
the mayor’s hand remained 
horizontal on the table with a 
motion to delay the choice of 
consultant carried 6-0.

Man charged after chase 


Robert Otto D’Haene, 71 
Mission Avenue, St. Albert, 
20 years of age, has been 
charged with failing to stop 
for a peace officer and 
dangerous driving, resulting 
from a high speed chase 
which took place, Wednes- 
day, September 8th at app- 
roximately 11:10 p.m.

The RCMP has in their 
possession a homemade boat 
approximately 12 ft. long 
that was located in the 
bushes on the north side of 
Riel Drive on August 5, 1976.

If you've lost a push bike 
recently and find that you 
can’t claim it at the local 
RCMP detachment there is a 
reason for it.

Staff Sergeant Lambert is 
sorry if there is any in- 
convenience to the public the 
way protecting stolen bikes 
goes at present. 

But that’s the way it will 
have to go unless the RCMP 
can find more space for 
stolen bikes on their pre- 
mises.

Councillor Myrna Fyfe felt 
that Coun. Breadner’s choice 
was not quite first class 
enough for her; she sugges- 
ted that council look at 
higher priced facilities that 
would be in roughly the same 
ball park figure ‘‘and geta 
facility to supply all our 
needs.”’ 

Discussion on what might 
be the best facility, and there 
were eight to choose from, 
varied from the price chosen 
to a high of nearly $1% 
million. 

‘We could go on and on 
looking at these alternatives 
in design,’’ commented 
Coun. Breadner. 

Architect Mr. D. McCoy 
from Phillips Barratt pointed 
out that even if you were 
spending triple and double 
on pools, you were still 
compromising. 

Particularly when you loo- 
ked at the ultimate swim- 
ming facility, the Olympic 
pool.

No new apartments 


for St. Albert this year 


This month’s building re- 
port from the Town of St. 
Albert was along the classic 
lines. 

There was a lot of town 
house and single family 
residential development, but 
nothing doing on new indus- 
try or commerce coming into 
town. 

And if you were hoping 
you might be able to pick up 
a bedroom suite, take note 
there has been no apartment 
development in St. Albert at 


all this year, according to the 
building report. 

A total of $15,857,052 
single family residential bui- 
Iding permits (for 520 units) 
have been issued by the town 
this year. 

Total for the month of 
August was $1,118,062 for 38 
units. 

Value of townhouse buil- 
ding permits issued so far 
this year is $2,923,192 for 9S 
units. Total for last month 
was $2,375,800 for 83 units.

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It had seemed as though 
Ed Burgoyne and Associates 
might have been chosen 
tight away (September 7) to 
go ahead with a first phase 
$7,500 study of the down- 
town development. 

Councillor Rod Throndson 
had wanted this, but a 
counter move from Council- 
lor Frank Lukay left the 
choice open between Bur- 
goyne and the other firm 
Ward and Associates till 
council met last Monday 
night (September 13). 

Coun. Lukay, worried ab- 
out the scope of what was 
being done in the downtown 
core wants a meeting with 
the architects Bittorf Holland 
and Christianson, respon- 
sible for the downtown con- 
cept, and the economic plan- 
ning consultant. 

Mr. Burgoyne too expres- 
sed anxiety at the massive 
scope of the $30 million 
downtown redevelopment 
scheme. He called for a 
sensitive look by the town at 
the scale of the redevel- 
opment. He said that the 
businesses that were in St. 
Albert first, (those on Perron 
Street and at the Grandin 
Shoppers’ Mall), ‘‘they have 
the right to receive the 
assistance of council.’’ 

Mr. Burgoyne was calling 
for a full downtown business 
survey before the town goes 
full ahead on the redevelop- 
ment, then there should be 
meetings held after the sur- 


vey, with businessmen and 
the planners. 

Mr. Burgoyne also called 
for a land marketing report 
tying in with commercial 
space assessment and there 
should be legal counsel on 
the implementation of the 
development scheme. 

“I’m suggesting that any 
proposals I make should 
address themselves to full 
public participation ... this is 
not to downgrade what has 
been produced to date,’’ he 
Stated. 

Mr. Burgoyne warns that 
to develop the centre in 
isolation will be going 
against the character retain- 
ing principle involved in 
development. He refers to 
town businessmen needing, 
and crying out for the att- 
ention of the council as the 
scheme takes shape. 

Mr. Burgoyne also warned 
council how galling it would 
be for businesses (on Perron 
Street) to see cars going 
down main street at their 
present speed ‘‘making for 
the brand new development 
and not stopping at their 
window.” 

He says that council will 
have to meet the concern of 
giving thought to rear fron- 
tages on those businesses 
which will abut the $30 
million core. 

If council can’t develop 
something on a more apt 

scale, Mr. Burgoyne feels 
“*you are on the wrong 
track.”’ 

He also wants council to 
consider the preservation of 
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existing business areas as 
well as new ones, and the 
improvement of Perron Str- 
eet and the entrance off 
Highway Two. 


SURVEY MIGHT HAVE 
SNOWBALL EFFECT 


Applied Economics and 
Research Consultants Ward 
and Associates, also in with 
their bid as economic con- 
sultants for the downtown 
core, were represented by 
the firm’s vice-president 
Dave Hildebrandt. With him 
was St. Albert resident R. 
Kinney a chief planner with 
W. J. Francl and Associates. 

Mr. Kinney pointed out 
that council will need land 
use information to better 
approach the public on what 
is to happen in the downtown 
area, 

Mr. Kinney sees spin-offs 
in the development and a 
snowballing effect ‘‘whether 
you like it or not’’ once the 
issues become clear as a 
result of the surveys. 

Mr. Hildebrandt says the 
Ward and Associates pro- 
posal deals primarily with 
the economics of the pro- 
posed development. 

The proposal comes in a 
$5,000 first phase study 
followed by a $12,750 second 
phase study which would 
look at a mix of devel- 

opments in the downtown 
core plan. 

It would be mid-October 
before the first phase study 
would be completed and the 
firm would need another 
three to four months to 
complete the $12,500 study. 

“We don’t know what you 
want at the moment,’’ said 
Mr. Kinney. 


A SHAME TO DUPLICATE 


Mr. Lukay said that it is 
very important the mer- 
chants on Perron Street and 
the Grandin Mall are in- 
volved (in the planning) of 
the core. 

And Mr. Burgoyne said it 
would be a shame to dupli- 
cate ‘‘some of these bus- 
inesses again.’’ He pointed 
out that both the new and the 
old could suffer and that the 
town had to be very sensitive 
so that both enterprises

could reinforce each other. 

He added that the town 
could “bend a little’’ with 
the principle of the de- 
velopment on target. 

Even though a downtown 
survey might not be able to 
include the needs of Metro 
Edmonton as it was reflected 
in the development, Mr. 
Burgoyne told Mayor Plain 
“I do not think it is within 
your frame of reference to go 
Metro.”’ 

He emphasized the need 
for intimate feedback in the 
redevelopment.

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Mayor Dick Plain felt that 
the pool finally chosen 
ranked high in all the areas 
of potential use as compared 
with other pools, and ‘‘it 
came within the budget.”’ 

He also felt the pool was 
crucial to the demands of 
pre-school children in St. 
Albert. 


TENDERS FOR POOL 


Coun. Breadner also mov- 
ed (carried) that both the 
pool and the arena be 
proceeded with in the normal 
tendering fashion as opposed 
to the construction and 
project management route. 

Mr. McCoy pointed out 
that construction could start 
on the pool in March and 
everything should be tender- 
ed in February for the pool 
and January for the arena. 

An attempt by W. Thom- 
son of Argus Installations to 
supply a shell for both the 
arena and the pool at half the 
price, finally fell through 
when it was admitted that 
such a budget was not 
feasible. 

Councillor Rod Throndson 
registered some disapproval 
of the swimming pool design 
chosen saying that the 
people of St. Albert had told 
council they wanted a six 
lane ‘‘L’’ shaped facility. 

Councillor Frank Lukay 
had some doubt that the 
indoor facility would be used 
as much as an outdoor 
facility on a typical day. He 
felt that use of the deep 
diving/swimming area would 
be minimal. 


CULTURAL 
CO-ORDINATOR 


Lorne Wood, chairman of 
the St. Albert Parks and 
Recreation Board, referring 
to a heavy workload for the 
town’s three full time re- 
creation staff members, told 
council a cultural co-ordina- 
tor was needed. 

He felt that such a staff 
was too small for a town of 
St. Albert’s size. Town 
Administrator Bob Byron 
said a co-ordinator would be 
evaluated by the town, but 
that (council) was not the 
place to make the statement, 
(on the size of the recreation 
staff.) 

The cultural co-ordinator 
would liaise in the fields of 
music and drama and this 
had been supported by the 


Arts and Crafts Guild who 
also gave the committee of 
the whole a presentation. 

The main requests of both 
Mr. Wood and the Arts and 
Crafts Guild were referred to 
administration as budget 
studies. 

Arts and Crafts personnel 
told council they will be 
needing bigger buildings, 
particularly for pottery and 
kiln work. 

They expressed the hope 
that when the town hall 
moved into new premises, 
the library would beconie a 
theatre, and the town hall an 
art gallery and crafts facility. 

And in view of the high 
quality crafts work being 
done in St. Albert by Arts 
and Crafts devotees, the 
town was also asked for the 
approval of a sales outlet for 
the crafts. 

Mayor Plain said that 
these requests would be 
looked at in budgetary con- 
siderations next year. 

Also, Arts and Crafts 
pointed out they wanted to 
remain politically indepen- 
dent, emphasized the need 
for a centralized facility, and 
a separate roof for pottery. 
They also felt that crafts 
classes for youngsters could 
be explored in the terms of 
the Joint Use Agreement.

Plain, Cavanagh speak out 


on regional government 


St. Albert Mayor Dick 
Plain and Edmonton Mayor 
Terry Cavanagh chewed the 
fat last week on the form 
regional government should 
take for the area. 

They were both speaking 
at a two day seminar on 
regional government, spon- 
sored by the extension 
department of the University 
of Alberta, September 9th. 

Mayor Plain contended 
that all municipal govern- 
ments should continue to 
enjoy their freedom, and 
Mayor Cavanagh told the 
seminar that the real issue of 
the debate, over the form of 
government for the Edmon- 
ton region, has been lost over 
the years. 

Mayor Plain pointed out 
that during the period 
between 1961 and 1975, the 
city of Edmonton’s ‘‘position 
as the dominant centre of 
population growth has been 
usurped by the surrounding 
municipalities. Indeed, dur- 
ing the 1971-75 period the 
population of Edmonton only 


increased by 13,485 as com- 
pared to an increase of 
33,207 people experienced 
by the communities of Leduc, 
Fort Saskatchewan, Spruce 
Grove, Stony Plain, Devon, 
Sherwood Park and St. 
Albert.’’ 

Calling this a threat which 
Edmonton was trying to 
stifle, Mayor Plain said 
Sherwood Park and St. 
Albert are now ‘‘de facto’’ 
cities, the 12th and 13th 
largest on the prairies. 

He said all the muni- 
cipalities are willing to sit 
down and talk about the 
forms which regional gov- 
ernment might have to take. 

Mayor Cavanagh defended 
the city’s position that there 
should be unitary govern- 
ment for the whole region. 

The boundary items have 
become the issue of the 
debate, he said. Edmonton 
has been characterized as 
assessment greedy, and con- 
sequently, the real point at 
issue, the form of govern- 
ment, has been lost amid the 
accusations.

Development of 
downtown core demands 


care, sensitivity: 


We may be wrong but it seems that the Town of St. Albert is 
proceeding on a dangerous course with its plans to 
redevelop the downtown core of St. Albert. 


Residents of St. Albert are no doubt glad of the development 
per se, which will bring $30 million shopping, recreational 
and parking facilities to the door step. No one can deny that 
this kind of development would give the community more 
identity and council are presumably engaged in trying to 
give St. Albert a better community spirit. 


But there seems almost a sinister move by the town to get 
the development pushed through as quickly as possible with 
a great deal of sensitivity sacrificed regarding what already 
exists in the downtown area. 


It is interesting to note that at a regular session of council 
just over a week ago, Mayor Plain was not exactly pleased 
when the rest of his council asked for another week to decide 
whether planners Ed Burgoyne and Associates should be 
chosen over Ward and Associates as economic researchers 
for the downtown area. 


By any sane comparison the plea for sensitivity from Ed 
Burgoyne to develop an ‘‘apt”’ town centre and not a sterile 
concrete monster deserved better than the treatment it got 
from council as it was shot down last Monday night. No 
doubt Ward and Associates are professionally suited to 
doing the study and hopefully they will have taken the point 
from Mr. Burgoyne that much has to be considered before 
the downtown development really takes shape. 


And that may be nearer the turn of the decade. 


Both Mr. Burgoyne and Ward and Associates see the need 
for a survey of existing downtown businessmen in the 
interim between economic research and development. 


Mr. Burgoyne made a good point when he begged the 
question - what happens to existing businessmen when 
people flock to the $30 million commercial Mecca, driving 
past the businesses on Perron, St. Anne and St. Michael 
Streets, to say nothing of the Grandin Shoppers Mall? 


Will the council try to have rear frontages built on downtown 
businesses which could be adversely affected by such a 
huge development on the doorstep? Or will competition be 
the saviour of the businesses which are already comfortably 
entrenched in St. Albert? 


There are some pretty touchy questions which have to be 
answered in the light of such developments. 


Certainly it will be nice to have upgraded facilities in St. 
Albert.$ 


Then it might truly live up to the title ‘‘de facto” city which 
Mayor Plain has dubbed it with. But it seems strange that in 
1976, in Mayor Plain’s ‘‘de facto’’ city, you have to go down 
the road to another ‘‘de facto’’ city which has such 
wonderful facilities as indoor movie theatres. 


And an interesting postscript; perhaps the real ‘‘knight in 
shining armour’’ on council, Rod Throndson, has 
distinguished himself by throwing his vote on the side of 
sensitivity on the issue af downtown redevelopment. He is 
certainly not against genuine progress, but he is never 
frightened to vote courageously when the issue demands it. 
It was Mr. Throndson who voted for Ed Burgoyne and 
Associates to do the downtown economic study based on a 
form of democratic sensitivity as described by Mr. 
Burgoyne. 


It is to be hoped that a little of this will rub off anyhow on 
those who have been hired to do the economic study, and 
this in an area where the town has invested nearly $1 million 
over two and a half years in land acquisitions to date.

Then out she plunged on her 950th parachute jump and, 
almost immediately, stopped in mid-air. 


“I couldn’t believe it at first,’’ said Miss Guedon. ‘‘I could 
hear the plane’s engine just above my head and I could see 
its right-hand landing wheel inches away from my face. 
Suddenly I realized that somehow my harness had become 
hooked in the plane and I was just dangling there ... 
completely helpless.’’ 


The only other person on the plane, pilot Claude Tranchant, 
was equally helpless. He leaned out, grabbed Miss 
Guedon’s léft wrist and tried to lift her back into the plane. 
But, with 40 lb. of parachute equipment on her back and 
continuously being tugged by the plane’s slipstream, she 
was too heavy. 


For the next 40 minutes Miss Guedon dangled beneath the 
plane. Suddenly she realized they were losing height. As 
they dropped lower all she could think of was ‘‘Will there be 


enough space for my body to clear the ground when we 
land?’’ 


But the pilot was not planning to land. And as the plane 
crossed the coastline and headed out to sea Miss Guedon 
guessed she was to be given a soft landing ... in the English 
Channel. ‘‘Then all I could think about’’ said Miss Guedon, 
‘twas whether or not I would be able to wriggle out of my 40 
lbs. of equipment before it took me to the bottom.”’ 


She need not have worried. The pilot had been busy on the 
radio and an air-sea rescue helicopter was already in 
position over the sea. 


When the plane was a few feet above the surface Mr. 
Tranchant leaned out and cut the harness. ‘‘I went splash,”’ 
said Miss Guedon, ‘‘and sank like a stone. But two frogmen 
from the helicopter were already in the water. They cut me 
loose, had me back on the surface in no time and I was 
winched up into the helicopter.’’ 


Will she jump again? ‘‘Yes,’’ she said. ‘‘I’ve never been so 
scared in my life. But now I’m preparing for my 951st 
jump.” 


BILINGUAL BLUES 


Going to jail over unilingual traffic tickets may become a fad 
in Canada, according to an item in The Financial Post 
feature ‘‘Signs & Portents.’’ It was front-page news recently 
when Hull, Que., mayor Gilles Rocheleau served three days 
in jail as a protest against the unilingual English summons 
he received for an Ontario traffic violation. (Could this be an 
election year in Hull?) And the Chronicle-Herald in Halifax 
is now writing about an English-speaking resident of 
Alcove, Que., who says he is prepared to go to jail rather 
than pay his fine for a traffic violation in Hull 18 months ago. 
Peter Wilkins says that he received a unilingual French 
traffic ticket as well as two summons in the mail, both in 
French. He returned them, writing ‘‘Anglais’’ on the 
summons. He received no reply, only a bilingual summary 
conviction notice that he had been fined $20 and $32 in court 
costs. Or three days in jail. (But the last word is that 
Wilkins’ girlfriend paid the fine - without his knowledge - 
thus neatly undermining the principle of the whole episode.)

Safety Council seeks new members 


The first meeting of the 
Fall session was held by the 
St. Albert Safety Council on 
Thursday, September 10th. 

There was a good att- 
endance of old members, but 
despite appeals for new 
members, only two have so 
far come forward, and both 
were unfortunately unable to 
be present at this first 
meeting. 

Arising from the minutes 
of the previous meeting, held 


Apprenticeship 
program 


gets response 


Late this spring the Hon. 
Dr. Hugh Horner announced 
that Alberta Transportation 
had created 48 openings for 
apprentices in 1976 and 
further announced that this 
program would get underway 
in early fall. 

The response to this ann- 
ouncement by way of appli- 
cations and quality of appli- 
cants has been rather as- 
tounding. For the 48 open- 
ings 676 applications were 
received, including 16 out of 
the province, and 153 have 
been selected for interviews. 
These interviews began in 
Edmonton on August 9th and 
continue until September 23, 
in the other cities where 
positions are available. 

A panel of five people, the 
administrator of the pro- 
gram, the local District Eng- 
ineer, a representative from 
Advanced Education and 
Manpower, and two local 
citizens nominated by the 
MLA in whose area a shop is 
located, are presently selec- 
ting the successful appli- 
cants. 

The greatest number of 
applications were for the 
position of Heavy Duty 
Mechanic. Out of the 360 
applications 80 were chosen 
to be interviewed. The re- 
maining apprenticeship _ tr- 
ades included in the program 
are listed in order of the 
number of applications re- 
ceived: welder - 129, elec- 
trician - 81, partsman - 46, 
machinist - 33, and painter - 
10 

The openings for appren- 
tices are located throughout 
the province including Air- 
drie, Edmonton, Athabasca, 
Edson, Evansburg, Fort 
Macleod, Grande Prairie, 
Grimshaw, Hanna, High 
Level, High Prairie, Hinton, 
Lac La Biche, Medicine Hat, 
Red Deer, Rocky Mountain 
House, Slave Lake, St. Paul, 
Vermillion and Whitecourt. 

A further 20 openings will 
be available in 1977 or 1978 
as the program is expanded, 
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on June 8th, the chairman 
reported an excellent pedal 
pusher program was succ- 
essfully completed. A num- 
ber of suggestions had been 
received from instructors, 
some of which would be in- 
corporated into next year’s 
program. 

Pamphlets on school bus 
safety had been obtained 
from the Alberta Safety 
Council and from Alberta 
Transportation and will be 
handed out to all children 
using the school buses. 

Correspondence received 
during the summer was read 
and discussed. A letter of 
resignation as secretary, ow- 
ing to pressure of other 
business, was received from 
Maureen Heuchert, and re- 
gretfully accepted. Pending 
elections for new officers in 
November, Marcella Talbot 
and Lynette Baisch will share 
the duties of recording sec- 
retary, and Maureen will 
continue to deal with corres- 
pondence for the time being. 

Literature on the St. Albert 
Trade Fair had been re- 
ceived. Owing to lack of per- 
sonnel during the summer, it 
had been decided to forego 
any partinthis for this year. 
However, the RCMP had 
allowed one hour per day at 

their booth for the Block 
Parent program, including 
showing of the film.

Fifty small contractors in 
Calgary have contributed 
$25,000 apiece to found their 
own land development com- 
pany called Marketplace 
Properties Ltd. 

The company was formed 
out of necessity according to 
President William Noakes, 
as the smaller contractors in 
the city were facing a severe 
shortage of serviced land due 
to the fact that large land 
developers were also build- 


ers and had begun to hold 
their land for their own use. 

One hundred and fifty 
acres of raw land have been 
acquired just outside the city 
to date, due to come on 
stream in about two years, 
and the new company has 
purchased over 80 serviced 
lots. In addition negotiations 
are going forward with a 
major developer to buy a 
tract of some 1,000 acres 
within Calgary. 

Serviced land will be 
marketed equally among the 


company’s shareholders as it 
is available and the profit will 
be earmarked for further 
acquisitions. The company 
could handle approximately 
2,500 homes per year.

Six years later Warnock 
Hersey, in a proposal pre- 
pared jointly with Parks 
Canada, state that they wish

The Saskatchewan brief to 
the Hall federal commission 
on grain handling and trans- 
portation calls for the merg- 
ing of CN and CP Rail under 
unified management.

who are bound by geogra- 
phy, work, or family obli- 
gations to situations which 
prevent them from taking 
more conventional university 
courses. All course materials 
- texts, workbooks, audio- 
tapes, etc. - are sent to the 
student, who then works at 
home, in the circumstances 
he finds most appropriate. 

In order to prevent the 
growth of a feeling of 
isolation, which could easily 
build up in these circum- 
stances, the university has 
appointed course tutors who 
hold discussion groups every 
now and then, who mark 
assignments, and who are 
available for person-to-per- 
son tutorials by telephone. 
Expert advice is thus made 
as easily accessible to stu- 
dents as is possible in a 
province the size of Alberta. 

The courses themselves 
are produced by teams of 
workers at the head office in 
Edmonton. On a typical 
course team there are aca- 
demic experts, consultants in 
instructional design, visual 
design, and testing and eval- 
uation. All courses go thr- 
ough an exhaustive series of 
quality control checks, most 
important of which is pro- 
bably presentation to test 
students, whose reactions 
and comments form the basis 
for final editorial revision of 
courses before they actually 
reach production stage. Only 
after these steps have been 
taken is a course offered to 
the public. 

At present, the university 
has only a limited number of 
courses available; however, 
the rate of production is 
increasing, and within one 
year it will be possible for a 
student to obtain a transfer 
program which will enable 
him to enter any other 
university in the province, 
and in a few years more it 
will be possible for a student 
to do a complete Bachelor of 
Arts through this unique 
system.

A need for equipment for 
showing slides and preview- 
ing film material has app- 
eared and the securing of a 
slide projector, a 16mm and 
8mm projector and a screen 
will be investigated.

the proposed administration 
system. Reports that have 
been prepared over the last 
three to five years indicate 
that the Centre should be 
operated independent from 
department influence.

The rea- 
son for such a_ proposal 
relates to the fact that the 
Associations are for the most 
part, comprised of volun- 
teers. The Board of Directors 


could impose yet another 
commitment of time in their 
already busy schedule. 

Mr. O'Donnell will in- 
vestigate further the situa- 
tion. Until a decision has 
been made, he will continue 
to call meetings on a regular 
basis in order to keep the 
various groups aware of 
current and proposed situa- 
tions. 

The meeting adjourned at

Report from 
Parliament Hill 


By Stan Schellenberger, MP 

The 10 provincial premiers 
held their annual meeting in 
Edmonton and Banff from 
August 18 to 20, and among 
the topics discussed was a 
set of proposals by the 
federal government for the 
patriation of our constitution. 
The major stumbling block 
was a formula for amending 
the constitution, which would 
affect the distribution of 
power among the provinces. 
The provinces were unable to 
agree on the distribution of 
power among them under the 
constitution. 

Canada is the only major 
country in the Common- 
wealth without the power to 
amend its constitution. At 
present, major amendments 
to our constitution must be 
passed by British Parlia- 
ment. and negotiations have 
been going on for 30 years in 
an attempt to bring the 
British North America Act to 
Canada from Britain. The 
federal government has in-

dicated that it will move 
unilaterally to establish our 
constitution if the provinces 
are unable to reach an 
agreement, and this attitude 
has contributed to the dete- 
rioration of federal-provincial 
relations, which appear to be 
at an all-time low. 

The premiers last dis- 
cussed the patriation of our 
constitution at their meeting 
in Vietoria in 1971 when it 
was proposed that major 
amendments to the consti- 
tution would require the 
approval of Ontario and 
Quebec (the two provinces 
with over 25 percent of our 
population) as well as any 
two Atlantic provinces and 
any two Western provinces. 
This year’s conference came 
to a deadlock when British 
Columbia demanded an equ- 
al power to veto along with 
Ontario and Quebec. 

The position taken by the 
Province of Alberta at the 
conference was that all 
provinces, regardless of size, 
should have equal right to 
veto constitutional amend- 
ments. This was seen by 
many observers as a move by 


Alberta to protect its oil and 
gas resources from the 
possibility that the federal 
government and other pro- 
vinces might take away its 
control over their pricing. 

The other premiers ob- 
jected to Alberta’s position, 
saying that it would be very 
difficult to make any amend- 
ments to the constitution if 
all the provinces have to 
approve them. 

The provinces did agree on 
a proposal which will give 
each province the prero- 
gative in deciding whether it 
wishes to promote the 
English or French culture or 
many cultures. 

The federal government’s 
announced plan to bring 
home the constitution on its 
own if the provinces are 
unable to agree on a method 
of doing it, seems to be a 
rather questionable approach 
to take to tue problem, and it 
is to be hoped that at their 
next meeting in Toronto on 
October Ist and 2nd, the 
provinces will be able to 
reach an agreement on the 
constitutional issue.
